the Claymiller child and since that time 
h e has endeavored to have her admitted 
to the state school. 
After appealing to 
the court a n d even to the attorney gen- 
eral o f the state he ilnally succeeded 
a n d a 
f e w days ago the child was re- 


m o v e d 
from tiie strange quarters and is 
n o w a n inmate at the feeble minded in- 
stitute. 
S h e was admitted this week. 


MTiile the chicken coop was not an in- 
viting place for a human being to live, 
the parents had little ch.oice and did what 
they thought was for the best under the 
circumstances. 
Lack. of funds prevented 
a more comfortable place for the aftlicted 
child, and because of her condition it was 
unsafe to permit her In the home or to 
allow her to roam the streets at will. The 
chicken coop was heavily screened and 
there was an enclosed yard in which she 
could run and get plenty of exerci«*. 


The child is not only feeble minded but 
an epileptic as well and it was because 
of this affliction that so much trouble 
was experienced In securing her admit- 
tance to the school for feeble minded 
youth.

torted knee 'joints, and a spinal ailment 
which physicians say will prove fatal 
if an operation is not soon performed. 


Dr. Julius Goldsmith, the attending 
physician, notified the parents that the 
child's life could be saVed' onJy by a 
prompt, operation. 
He Said afterward: 
"The parents absolutely refuse perm'-? 
sion , for the necessary operation. 
1 
could probably save the child's life al- 
though it would always remain help- 
lessly crippled., • There is no action that 
I can take without the permission of 
the parents." 


The father of the 
defective 
baby 
said: 
"I believe the Chicago physician 
was right, 
i ^ r the ^ k e of humani.ty, 
I had rath(?r^8ec this child die now than 
to live «evrai or eight years in misery 
and suflferiug. 
I thinlc it would by 
better fjor all concenied.

It would always be a cripple

New York, Nov. 24.—How the- Ham- 
burg-American line succeeded in reach- 
ing German warships in the Atlantic in 
August and and September, 1014, with 
2,000 tons of coal and large amounts of 
foodstuffs by means of the steamer Ber- 
wind, an American boat under the Amer- 
ican flag, was told today on the witness 
stand by the Berwind'a captain, Fritz 
Edward Falkenberg. 


Captain Falkenberg was a government 
witness in the trial of Dr. Karl Buenz. 
George Kotter, Adolph Hochmeister and 
Joseph Poppinghaus, all officials of the 
Hamburg-American 
line, on trial 
on 
charges of conspiring to deceive and de- 
fraud the United States. 


The Berwind sailed from New York 
at 9:30 at night, August 5, ostensibly 
for Buenos Aires, Avith Poppinghaus as 
supercargo and in charge. 
Taking up 
Captain Falkenberg's story her .move- 
ments were as follows: 
First, Popping"- 
haus ordei^ed him to stay within the 
three-mile limit, after 
leaving 
Sandy" 
Hook, to avoid 
British 
cruisers, but 
later instructed him to steer for Cape 
Roque. 
Tliere he was told to steam 
back and forth, as he might meet Ger- 
man ships. 
For thirty-six 
hours 
the 
Berwind did steana back and forth over 
a ,sixty-mile course and finally at 0:30 
a m., August 28, sighted a German fleet 
of five ships. 


Sixteen Days With Fleet. . 


The ships were the CaptraiFalgar, the 
Pontas ,tlie Eleanoi Woermer, the Santa 
Lucia and the tiny 
Geiman 
gunboat 
Eber. 
The Captrafalgar hoisted a sig- 
nal. "B. M,," meaning "come 
nearer," 
after the Berwind had hoisted the same 
letters. Weather was stormy, the windç 
high and the seas heavy, so the Berwind, 
unable to discharge her cargo, stayed 
sixteen days with 
the 
German 
fleet. 
When the elements moderated she dis- 
charged her provisions, forty tons of 
many kinds of foodstuffs and much of 
her coal, to the Captrafalgar arid the 
Eleanor Woernier. On September 10, or 
thereabouts, three of the 
fleet 
sailed 
away, leaving only the Pontas and Cap- 
trafalgar, to which the Berwind was 
still discharging her cargo. Before leav- 
ing, however, the Eber gave up her gxms 
—two four-inch rifles

Ninety per cent, of the street trafRc 
accidents in New York city are declared 
by the jjolice department to be due to 
carelessness or other fault of the injured. 
This assertion is based on a new system 
of reporting such accidents on forms 
classifying them according to cause, lo- 
cation, nature, seriousness, vehicle, age 
of victims and hour. 
This 
tabulation 
utterly upsets the popular notion that 
the fault is generally Avith the drivers 
of vehicles, particularly automobiles. Of 
the accidents in August 903 were charged 
to the fault of the injured, only 51 
to the fault of drivers, 45 to defects in 
vehicles, 34 to skidding and 42 to other 
causes. 
Of the persons struck by ve- 
liicles 679 Avere struck as a result of 
their own carelessness and only 31 due 
to the fault of the drivers, and this in- 
cludes bicycles. Nearly 300 persons were 
struck while crossing streets at 
other 
than intersections, 137 while playing in 
the street, 90 ran in front of vehicles, 
26 were intoxicated and 58 were stealing 
rides. 
About 45 per cent, were children, 
the largest number from two to eight. 


No one who has given any attention 
to the manner in which pedestrians risk 
their lives on the streets will be sur- 
prised by this official showing. 
Recldess 
driving^s being curbed, although not so 
much as it should be; but until pedes- 
trians realize the necessity for habitual 
caution before crossing streets and par- 
ents enjoin greater caution and exercise 
stricter watch on children playing on 
the pavement, there will be this Ba,crifice 
of life and limb. 
The police can check 
rtckless driving, but reckless 
walking 
can only be stopped by the individual. 
Stop, look and listen is as necessarj' a 
v.arning in these days of rapid traffic 
before crossing a street as in crossing a 
railroad track.

Representative Jones De< 
fends Indiana Primary 
Measure. 
NOTICE ! 


Indianapolis, Nov. 24.--Sec. 
10 of 
Indiana's new primary law is not the 
infernal machine some of its assailant« 
appear to 
think it is, according to 
Representative John R. Jones, of Ply- 
mouth, whose name is given in the 
house calendar of the general assembly 
of 1915 as author of the law. The 
Plymouth 
legislator 
introduced 
state- 
wide primary bills in 1913 and thia 
year, and the second bill, after substi- 
tutions had beey engrafted upon it lib- 
erally, 
became 
a 
democratic 
caucus 
measure. 


Defending the law with 
which hia 
name and labors have been so closely 
identified, Mr. Jones says he believes it 
will withstand all attacks on its con- 
stitutionality. 
Sec. 10, in his opinion, 
does not limit citizens in theif consti- 
tutional right of suftrage. 
He declares 
the section was lifted bodily from the 
primary law of 1907, enacted by re- 
publicans. 
_ , 


The section has been attacked be 
cause it will prevent a challenged voter 
from participating in any party's pri- 
mary unless he makes affidavit that he 
affiliated with the same party in the 
last preceding general 
election, 
voted 
for a majority of such party's regular 
nominees, and intends to support and 
vote for the regular nominee of the 
68,me party at the next election. 
This 
section has been interpreted by repub- 
licans as a democratic attempt to keep 
progressives from voting in a republi- 
can primarj', and its validity has been 
assailed in the courts. 


Explains Meaning of Law. 
"Most of the criticism of this law 'S 
based upon a misconception of its pur- 
pose," said Representative Jones. 
"It 
is meant primarily to guarantee the 
purity of party primaries. 
It assumes 
that primaries must be strictly party 
affairs, or otherwise the nominations 
obtained through them will not respect 
the wish and preference of the bona 
fide membership of a party. 
What it 
seeks particularly to prevent is the vot- 
ing of one party's members in another 
party's primary to obtain the nomina- 
tion of weak or unrepresentative can- 
didates. 


"A 
good 
deal 
of 
talk 
has gone 
around about 
the law having 
been 
drawn to prevent progressive voting at 
a republican primary, if they intend to 
affiliate with the republican party. 
I 
do not see that it will have any such 
effect. 
What the law was designed to 
prevent 
an inteference of republi- 


cans in a democratic 
or 
progressive 
primary, and vice versa. 


"The law is meant to restrict the 
challenging of primary voters. 
Only » 
recognized member of the party for 
whose candidates a man offers to vote 
has the right to ch.<illenge. 
Mj' inter- 
pretation is that if a progressive of- 
Wed to vote at a republican primary 
it would be no business of the demo- 
crats whether he did or not. The chal- 
lenge in that case v/ould properly come 
from the republicans, for their nomina- 
tions, and not those of the democrats, 
would be affected. 
On the other hand, 
if a progressive 
offered to vote the 
democratic ticket in the primary, the 
right of challenge would be restricted 
to democrats. 


"I can't see why there should be so 
much fuss about this section when pre- 
cisely similar provisions have been in 
force in the state since the" primary law 
of 1907 was enacted. 
That was a 
republican measure. 
It provided in ex- 
press terras that party primaries should 
be limited to bona iide members of the 
parties. 
The same requirements were 
made there that are made here. 
That 
was the intention, I was sure. 
It is 
simply a common sense expedient to 
safeguard the honesty of primary nom- 
inations, and make them truly repre- 
sentative of the wishes of bona flde 
party members."

Brussels, Nov, 10.—(Correspondence of 
Hie Associated Press).—One of the var- 
ious problems with which the Qerman 
authorities in Belgium have to struggle

"fly-by-night" 
newspapers inimical to the German cause 
which are printed in France, 
England 
and Holland and smuggled 
into

country. 


The Germans have never attempted to 
exclude genuine, well known and estab- 
lished and recognized journals of other 
countries. 
The London Times and the 
Paris Temps are to be purchased as easr 
ily as the Frankfurter Zeitung and the 
Berliner Lokal Anzeiger 
anywhere in 
German territory. AMiat they have tried 
to do is to suppress the varied assort- 
ments of "temporary" papers published 
for purely anti-German propaganda pur- 
poses and intended merely for Belgian 
consumption. 


The latest of these is the Courier de 
la Meuse, a newspaper published in Hol- 
land. 
Copies of it seized in Liege re- 
cently bore a date two days in advance 
of the dayavhen the seizure was made 
and contained alleged news dated ahead 
b> 24 or 48 hours.

Government Pays 
Tribute to Their Work 
in China. 


London, Nov. 15.— fCorrespondenco of 
The Associated Press).—A tribute to the 
work of the Germans in China has just 
been sent out by the British govcrr; 
ment. 


It is part of a report from Consul 
V. L. Savage, of Chancsha, capital of 
the province oi Ilunan. To (•erman trad- 
ers, men of tact and persistence, he said, 
is chiefly due to the fact that the Chin- 
ese native traders are becoming more 
and more tolerant of foreign oomniercial 
methods and merchandise. 
"Xew firms 
who enter interior China," he adds, "will 
no longer have to break through the op- 
position of their ol<l-established connec- 


tions among the Chinese, and institute 
new and unpopular methods, liie build- 
ing.up of trade connoctioiis in China is 
just now 
easier 
than in any other 
country." 


Credit is also due the (iennans for 
opening up tlie mining fields of China to 
foreigners. 
Consul Savage says: 


"Xative prejudices, 
vested interests 
and the greed and power of the Chinese 
gentry have, no doubt, raised great dif- 
ficuUies in the past in the way of the 
successful exploitation by Europeans of 
the vast mineral wealth of China.

Believed 
Plunges Again 
Into Arctic Regions t© Discover 
Strange Cousins &f the Eskimo 
"»His Report Shows Wonder- 
New Facts Alb^ut the 
e of the 


Like the voice from another world 
came the word that Vilhjalmur Ste- 
fansson, the Arctic explorer, and his 
parly were 
safe 
on Banks 
Lund, 
which lies seventy miles southwest 
of Melville 
Island "in the 
Arctic 
Archipcilago. 
And now 
they Save 
gone back into 
iinexplored realms 
amid greater perils. 


Stefansson 
had 
not been heard 
from since April 17, 1914, and two 
relief expeditions were oijt'search- 
ing for him, believing 
hé and his 
party had perished, when word came 
to the Canadian governnient by the 
steamer Ruby: "Stefansson and his 
party is safe." 


The explorer not only had discov- 
ered new land and additional im- 
portant data, but had established an 
endurance record after undergoing 
many months of privations. 


No sooner 
had 
Stefansson sent 
word that he and his party were safe 
than he plunged back into the great 
unknown to continue 
his explora- 
tions. 
His future work is expccted 
to make further changes in the map 
of the Arctics. 


The message he sent to the Cana- 
dian government was characteristi- 
cally brief and failed tolnention any- 
thing of the privations the explorer 
had endured. It read: 


"As unavoidable delays threatened 
and the running cost ,of chartering 
the 
Polar- Bear was 
high, I pur- 
chased her and engaged her on term» 
similar to Karkluk. 
Engaged Hoq, 
engineer of schooner Ruby, to take 
the place of Blue of Alaska. Engaged 
five extra helpers for southern parts 
who have ample outfits for one year 
and I'olar Bear for two years. Plan 
continue northern exploration to 145 
west and 82 farther north in north- 
erly course is pursued." 
DANGER OXLÏ 
INDICATED. 


Explorers 
are 
naturally 
brief. 
They mention nothing of their own 
difficulties, sufferings -or dangers, 
forgetting incidents in presenting 
scientific facts. So in this brief mes- 
sage to the Canadian 
government 
Stefansson fails to mention the fact 
that for the last seven months he 
and his men have faced starvation 
and their sledge dogs died of hun- 
ger. 
The party had but provisions 
for fir^months, but by going on half 
rations made their food extend over 
seven 
months. 
During 
this time 
they were hastening to their base on 
Banks Land. 


The fact that the journey took so 
long is an indication 
of the rigors 
they faced and 
the obstacles they 
had to overcome. To the men of the 
North such delays are known to be 
caused by sickness? accidents, death 
of 
dog 
teams, 
severe 
cold 
and 
Btorms. , 


The Stefansson party on Its last 
incursion of the frozen Northf after 
his discovery of the blonde 
Eski- 
mos five years ago, was last heard 
from in April, 1914. 


On that date the explorer and sev- 
eral of his party started out from a 
point they had named 
Camp Sep- 
aration on the 
northern 
coast of 
Alaska. They expected to return to 
Martin Point. 


In an. effort to learn something of 
the whereabouts of the party ei-ice 
then several steamers had gone to 
Point Barrow, the 
most 
northern 
point of Alaska, but their quest re- 
sulted in a succession of failures. 


Those of the original exploration 
party who returned to civilization 
reported 
that 
Stefansson and hia 
party 
had plenty 
of food to last 
them, although later this proved to 
be false. 


Stefansson started on hia present 
expedition early in 1933, and pene- 
trated far into thé Arctic ocean in 
June, when the melting ice permitted 
him to advance 
far 
into the icy 
North on the ship Karluk. 
BLOÏTDE 
ESKIHOS. 


The purpose of the expedition was 
to visit the blonde Eskimos, a blue- 
eyed race on the Arctic, whom Ste- 
fansson had discovered on a previ- 
ous expedition, and also to map un- 
known regions. 
He also bpped to 
^nd 
anotlier 
race of people even 


more primitive than the blonde Es- 
kimos. 


The expedition left Nome, Alaska, 
June 7, 1913, 
with a sailing crew 
and twelve scientists aboard. 
The 
explorers carried sufficient provi- 
sions to last until 
the summer of 
1916, but in August of 1913 the Kar- 
• luk" v/as caught in an ice pack and 
the sailors were unable to extricate 
it. 


While in the ice pack Stefansson 
departed for a two-weeks' hunt on 
September 20, 1913, taking with him 
three men—McConnell, Wilkin and 
Jennings—a train of dogs and two 
Eskimos. 
The plan 
was to shoot 
caribou for fresh meat for the win- 
ter. 


Two days after Stefansson depart- 
ed a heavy fog settled over the Arc- 
tic and a blizzard sprarg up from 
the southeast. 
In the fog the ice 
pack was blown far away and Ste- 
fansson could not return to it. 


He walked with his party to Point 
Barrow, a distance o£ 300 miles, over 
ice fields, wrote a telegram and sent 
it by an Indian carrier 400 miles to 
Nome, telling of his arrival at Point 
Barrow. Leaving that point he went 
to Hcrshell Island where he found 
the Belvedere, a freight 
steamer. 
Leaving his companions 
there, he 
took two Norwegians—Anderson anil 
Ferguson, both of whom knew the 
Arctic well—and started for a dash 
into the Arctic on sledge. His friends 
never heard of the party again until 
the recent tidings came by way of 
the Rilby. 


The Karluk 
drifted about until 
January 10,1914, when It was crush- 
ed by the ice. The expedition took 
off provisions and walked to Wran- 
gel island ofE the Siberian coast. 
SOME OF 
PARTI DIED. 


Some members of the party died 
of sufferings on the island, which 
thev had reached two months after 
the ship was crushed by th^ ice. 


Leaving the party on the isk^nd. 
Captain BaVtlett, 
the 
commander, 
pushed on to Siberia alone to get re- 
lief. ' Those 
left 
behind suffered 
greatly Irom 
lack 
of« food before 
Bartlett finally reached Siberia and 
fitted out an expedition. 


The relief expedition got to Wran-^" 
gel island September 7. Only twelve 
of the twenty men who had left the 
ship were alive. Of the twenty who 
had left the ship only nine are alive 
today. 


Stefansson is an intrepid 
Cana- 
dian. 
He was 
born in Winnipeg, 
Manitoba, but was educated in the 
United States. He speaks 
several 
European languages and the Eskimo 
tongue. His accomplishments in the 
north are similar to those of Com- 
mander Scott, the dead hero of the 
South Pole expedition. 


Stefansson has discovered thfit the 
Eskimo have a wider 
geographical 
range than any other 
aborigines, 
their habitat extending discontinu- 
ously from the eastern shores of 
Greenland tb Bering Strait—a dis- 
tance of more than 5,000 miles. 
Northward they extend., to Grinnel 
Land and traces of them have been 
found at Cape Sabine. 


On the 
eastern 
side of 
North 
America, the explorer found, the Es- 
kimo extend as far south as latitude 
50 degrees north 
in Labrador; on 
the shores of Hudson Bay their 
southerly limits lie between 55 and 
60 degrees, while 
on the Alaskan 
side of the Bering sea the latter par- 
allel 
forms 
their 
approximate 
boujidary. 
With the 
exception of 
two localities on the western side 
of North America, where some In- 
dians descend to the shore to ilsh, 
the Eskimo are the aboriginal inbab- 
itants throughout this vast extent of 
territory. 
The 
Aleutian* Islands 
forming the southwestern peninsula 
of Alaska, are Inhabited by a some- 
what aberrant 
branch of Eskimo, 
the Aleuts. 
TARIETIES 
OF ESKIMOS. 


Apart from the insular habitat of 
many of the Eskimo and the com- 
plete separation of those of Green- 
land from thoga dwelMng on the 


American mainland, the'tribes in- 
habiting the continental 
areas are 
more or less 
completely 
isolated 
from each other, Stefansson found, 
and this 
separîition 
renders the 
striking general uniformity in the 
physical 
characters of the cncire 
race, only the more remarkable. By 
Stefansson the 
Eskimo 
have been 
subdivided into the following sec- 
tions—those of eastern Greenland, 
those of western Greenland, who as 
far as latitude 74 degrees North are 
the subjects of Denmark and are 
comparatively 
civilized—those 
of 
northern Greenland who are the roost 
uncultured 
of 
all—the Labrador 
Eskimo, for the most part fairly civ- 
ilized—the central Eskimo, ranging 
from Hudson Bay some 2,000 miles 
to beyond the outlet of the Macken- 
zie river—the western Eskimo, from 
Barter island to the extreme western 
limits of Alaska. 


At the time when this classifica- 
tion was made the whole of the Es- 
kimo were supposed to be dwellers 
in the tract situated within a com- 
paratively short distance, fifty miles 
or so off the shore and to subsist en^ 
tirely by fishing. 


Stefansson's recent 
explorations 
have brought to light the existencô 
of several inland tribes, who live 
by hunting and are like the coast 
people, have more or less'comipuni- 
cation with the Indians with some 
ofc whom they have 
indeed almost 
completely amalgamated. To this in- 
termingling is doubtless due at least 
three types of Eskimo in Alaska. 


The Eskimo in general appearance 
and physibgnomy as well as in dress 
and the mode of doing the hair are 
very like Chukchis and Koryaks. So 
much so that a traveler visiting the 
Arctic 
regions for the first time 
would doubtless 
experience 
some 
difficulty in clearly 
distinguishing- 
between them, Stefansson says. 


All when pure bred possess long, 
Jet-black hair distinctive of Mongolie 
races in general, while the caste of 
countenance is likewise 
distinctly 
Mongolian. 
In stature the Eskimo 
are dicdedly short, although the ap- 
•pearance of shortness is somewhat 
enhanced by the nature of the dress. 
Stefansson gives measurements tak- 
en from 60 families, the average be-

ing found to he five feet four inches 
for the men and live feet for the wom- 
en. In both sexes the feet and hands 
are unusually small but the muscu- 
lar development is strong although 
the men show an «arly tendency to 
piU on fat. 


When «cleansed from grease and 
dirt, with which it is jgenerally be- 
grimed, the skin "which has a pecu-

Pointers of Interest to 
Hunter. 


(By Morris Ackerman, of the Fish and 
Game f*rotective Association). 


'The ruffed grouse is the greatest gama 
i^ird in this co«ntr\- and probably is hit 
less than any bird in the world, with tha 
possible exception of the snipe. 


Nature has endowed the ruffed grouaa 
with" fine means of protection and tha 
way the bird uses these means makes 
him seem a brainy creature. 


The color of the ruffed grouse so re- 
sembles the woodland surroundings In tha 
fall that one may almost walk on them 
without seeing them. 
The bird, making 
use of its c^jloring. 
generally 
lives in 
rugged country, where underbrush 
and 
spruce make his detection difficult. 


Once flushed, the ruffed grouse flies so 
as to put a tree between himself and the 
hunter, adding to the difficulty of locating 
him. 
The bird, unlike quail, is seldom 
found in covies ^.nd consequently is hard 
to hit. 


The hunter must always he ready with 
gun in position to shoot an<l shoot quick. 


Work well the underbrush and little 
spruces along the sides of ravines. 
Go 
in the dense places in the woodland for 
the ruffed grouse is a recluse. 


The grouse when once under way will 
fly straight as a string and it is well to 
hunt him with 
more 
than one in tha 
party. 
The hunter who might be on tha 
line of flight i.« sure to get a shot. 


The riiffed%rouse rises from cover with 
thunderous precision and the successful 
ininter of this 
bird 
must 
leave 
his 
"nerves" at home. The unitiated is liable 
to be more ffightened than the bird. 


Ruffed grouse do not lie well to the dog. 
running speedily and quietly ahead of the 
animal before making flight.

San Francisco, (5al., Nov. 23.—Braving 
the terror of a death in the cannibal's 
cauldron to tell the message of peace 
and good will to a savage people is an 
experience terrible enough to daunt the 
bravest of men.

Difficulties that for years seemed in- 
surmountable were at lasi overcome by 
Bishop Vidal, who has seved his church 
43 years in the South Pacific islands. 
Angered by the tricks of unscrupulous 
trader) who cheated and plundered them, 
the cannibal natives of the islands swore 
vengeance on all white men, who chanced 
to land on forbidden shores. They kept 
their oath with cruel exactness for years. 
Priests and traders alike shared the 
same gruesome fate and "many a weird 
feast was held by the cannibals. 
The 
ranks of the brave missionaries were 
thinned as the fires under black pots of 
the flesh eaters became more frequent. 


Many Dismal Failures. 


Tiie record of churchmen, who at- 
tempted to end the customs of the na- 
tives, was a dismal one. 
First Bishop 
Epalle made the attempt in 1860, 
He 
was killed by the cannibals. Later three 
priests tried again and were roasted to 
death to, make a cannibal feast. Seven- 
teen years ago a third party escaped 
with their lives, but failed to gain a 
foothold on the dread islands. 


Bishop Vidal, who had been in the 
Fiji islands since 1887, decided to try 
once more to land among the fierce tribes 
ot the Solomons. 
He knew the condi- 
tions there. 
Five Marist priest» went 
with him. 
They managed to land but 
were constantly menaced by the hostile 
islanders. 


For three years they. remained and 
continued 
their 
attempts 
to 
make 
friends with the savages. 
They dared 
nbt go to the interior and remained on a 
narrow strip of shore line. 
Fever at- 
tacked the brave party and at the end 
of the three year period only Bishop- 
Vidal and one helper were alive. 


Trinkets Win Savages. 


But their work had borne good fruit. 
The savages^became )<>8S suspicious and 
at last were won over with gifts of to- 
bacco and bright trinkets, which Bishop 
Vidal carried to them. The natives were 
convinced, after a terrible effort, that 
the. priests were not such men as the 
traders who had despoiled them. 
. The work continued to spread along 
the coastline, although even today the 
interior is filled with hostile tribes, where 
cannibalism and polygamy are practiced. 
Bisjiop Vidal slowly increased his influ- 
ence and brought 
20 
priests to the 
islands. 


Work Bears Fruit. 


Innumerable diiRculties were encoun- 
t^ed as the work increased in scope. Fro 
one thing, the priests were unable to 
cope with the hundreds-of dialects found 
îjTi use. After consulting the British gov- 
ernors of thé islands, it-was' decided to 
tise the Mari language or Guadalcarnar 
faland as the official tongue. Since 1901 
books have been printed and have proved 
popular. 
As a result there are 8,000 
Catholics m the Fiji Islands, out qf an 
•istimated population of 2.ô0,000. '

larly interested in the education of Jap- 
anese AA'omen and it was due to his great 
inflr.ence that 20 years ago the fight for 
feminism in Japan was started. It wa» 
a hard fight against tradition and cus- 
tom, but the baron won many conces- 
sions and has liA'ed to see modern ideas 
in the treatment of women become th<i 
vogue in Japan. 


"To understand thoroughly just what 
ndvnnrca we have 
made, you should 
kr.oAv the position of our women before 
the birlh of the neAv Japan," said the 
baron, the intervieAv being translated by 
M. Zumoto, a noted Japanese journalist. 
"Japanese scholars who lived 200 years 
ago laid down a fixed theory that women 
should be reserved for motherhood alone 
Motherhood Avas considered 
a 
sacred 
ideal higher than all else. As a result 
the mental life of women was confined 
completely to the home. 


"I thought of this condition and saw it 
was not entirely right. The history of 
Japan and of other great countries shoAV- 
ed that often the greatest men owed 
their greatness to the Intellectual cx- 
aiiiples of their mothers, rather than of 
their fathers. 
This influence was being 
lost to Japan. 


Broader Training for Women. 


"From that time it became mj' pur- 
pose to get a broader intellectual train- 
ing for Avomen—at the same time Avith- 
out in any Avay diminishing the strength 
of the old ideal of sacred motherhood. 
That idea must be kept intact. 


"With the co-operation of the great 
Prince Ito, in 1885, a society for' the 
promotion of women's education was or- 
ganized. The purpose was to supply, in 
addition to the training for motherhood, 
an education that would enable Avomem 
to become social beings. 


"The first result' Avas the establish- 
ment for a high school for girls in Tokio. 
This Avas done through private endow- 
ment, in which I assisted. 
That high 
school is in full operation today and is 
doing very good Avork. 


"Ten years after that my friend Nar- 
use suggested to me the establishment 
of a Avomen's university. I eagerly took 
up the idea, backed it Avith all ray en- 
ergies and influence, and so Avas estab- 
lished the first university for AVomen in 
Japan. 


No Lack of Financial Aid. 


"Today this institution lias 1,200 stu- 
dents, including those in the high school, 
primary and kindergarten departments. 
It is kept up by the ondoAvments of 
private parties, of which I am oiio. 


"There are now hundreds of academies 
^nd schools for girls In Jttpan. but this 
is' the only university. It is & WlUiani 
success." 


Tlie eminent Japanese studied thè ed- 
ucational Byatem oí America, ll^nglaná 
and continental Europe during tho time 
he was furthering his plan for educating 
the women of his own land. Ho had not 
made up his mind as to the advisability 
of co-education imtil he came to the 
United States six years ago, as head of 
the Japanese trade commission. He vis" 
ited many universities and at last de- 
cided that "there are no harmful results 
from training boys and girls side by 
Bide."

A HEALTH ACCOUNT. 


If the average man were to pay as 
u'ucli attention to his health as he does 
to 
his 
bank ac- 
count, success 
in 
life would be to 
him a certainty. 


But the average 
man 
takes 
his 
Jiealth as a matter 
of course — except 
when he loses it— 
and then he re- 
gftrSs the loss as a visitation of Provi- 
dence. Thevbank account he understands 
because he knows exactly how it 
is 
created and maintained; but health is 
something he regards as being outside of 
his providence and therefore be^'ond his 
comprehension, declares J. B. Harring- 
ton in the Kansas State Board of Health 
Bulletin. 


It is true in the most literal sense 
that health actually is wealth. The ov- 
erwhelming majority of earth's inhabi- 
tants know no other form of wealth. As 
a rule, the wage earner's daily vital 
force is his sole sourco of income; his 
sole capital is his reserve of health. 


The reserve force which constitutes 
sound health is the capital of pbj'sical 
existence. 
Without this a man is abso- 
lutely dependent from hour to hour on 
the temporary force derived from the 
iood he takes or the stlmulnnt without 
which he would utterly collapse 


A sudden overstrain or an attack of 
disease would bankrupt him, ro far as 
physical force is concerned, j iet aa sure- 
ly as a sudden panic or an unexpected 
pressure of creditors would bankrupt a 
business man whose reserve funds Trere 
insufficient to meet emergencies. 


In the same way, the heat and energy 
gained each day from the food we eat 
and the air we breathe is physical in- 
come—an income so enormous that when 
it is reduced to figures it is almost be- 
yond comprehension. 


Scientists estimate that the average 
amount of food consumed by the aver- 


age man at average work generates in 
the body about 3,400 foot tons of force 
every day. 
As a foot ton means force 
sufficient to lift a ton one foot off tho 
ground, this comparison gives some idea 
of the amount of heat and energy that 
is required to keep the body going.

EYES. 


One very good source of eyestrain is 
reading while the body is resting in a 
reclining position. This is especially true 
during convalescence when the desire to 
lead to break the monotony of the sick- 
room is strong but the ocular systems 
are weak and unable to stand even a 
limited amount of work, declares the 
Journal of the American Medical asso- 
ciation. 


Even in health owing to the fact that 
it is practically impossible to hold a 
book in a favorable position where the 
muscles of the eye will not undergo ex- 
cessive strain 
in 
accomodating them- 
selves to the position, such a practice 
is injurious. 


Many people regard their eyes as un- 
tiring and exhaustless. 
Eyes are fre- 
quently 
injured 
by 
exactions 
which 
never would be demanded of any other 
organ of the body. 


It must never be forgotten that the 
eye is a delicate and exceedingly com- 
plex organ, and that while it is long 
suffering, its 
endurance 
has a 
limit 
which if pressed too far, will rebel and 
bring about the most direful results. 


The eyes should be rested occasionally 
during working hours by looking at some 
distant object or by gazing through a 
window for a few moments. 
Another 
good plan is to change occupations, from 
reading to writing and from writing to 
reading as the case may be.

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WATERMELON SYRUP 


Specialists of the department of Agriculture Work Out Method for 
Utilizing Surplus Watermelons—Produce a Delicious Table Syrup 


A delicious table syrup can be mad© 
from watermelons, and it affords to 
the farmer, according to specialists, a 
convenient means of using the surplus 
watermelons which otherwise are al- 
lowed to spoil in the field. Such syrup 
has been made by f a r m e r s in a small 
way in various parts of the South, and 
the United States D e p a r t m e n t of Agri- 
culture endeavored to work out exact 
methods of making it as a 
Pos^^l® 
by-product from surplus melons. 
This 
syrup can be used immediately or can 
be bottled hot In sterilized jars and 


Make Syrup of Surplus Melons. 


kept just as is done in the canning of 
fruit. 
It i.'; reddish brown in 
color, 
very sweet ;i.nd well 
flavored, 
and will 
serve most of the purposes for which 
syrup is used in the home. It has been 
tried with satisfactory results in m a k - 
ing ginger cake, homemade candy, and 
as a Fwoetening and 
flavoring 
in ice 
cream. 


As tlie specialists point out, 
while 
the juice of certain commercial water- 
melons contain 
on an 
average 
only 
about 7 per cent of sugar, or less than 
many other fruit juices, the ease with 
which the juice can be pressed 
out 
partly offsets the low sugar 
content. 
The method described below calls only 
for uten.slls found in every household. 


Remove the pink 
flesh 
and 
seeds 
from 
the 
rind 
of 
sweet, 
fully 
ripe 
melons. 
Crush the fle.sh with a potato 
masher or by running it through 
a 
meat chopper. Place the crushed pulp 
and seed in cloth bags and 
squeeze 
out the Juice, which flows out readily. 
About 
flve-slxths 
of 
the 
pulp 
will 
squeeze out as juice. 
About 13 gallons 
of the juice will make 
1 gallon 
of 
syrup. 
This amount of juice can ordi- 
narily be secured f r o m 10 watermelons 
weighing from 2 0 to 2 5 pounds each. 


The juice is then boiled down into a 
syrup in an ordinary preserving kettle. 
The juice boils without much foaming 
until it begins to thicken, when the | 
fire 
should 
be slackened 
to 
prevent 
foaming and burning. 
The red color- 
ing matter in the juice coagulates dur- 
ing boiling, and part of it rises to the 
surface, where it can be removed by 
skimming. The remainder floats about 
in 
t h e . juice, 
forming 
red 
particles 
which gather near the top. 
Toward 
the last of the boiling the syrup must 
be watched constantly. 
If the house- 
wife has a candy thermometer, 
she 
should take the s y n j p from the fire as 
soon as it reaches a temperature of 
220° F., otherwise she should let it 
cook until a small sample on cooling 
Is about as thick as maple syrup. 


When the boiling has 
finished, 
the 
syrup can be set aside to cool in cov- 
ered vessels or can be poured 
while 
hot Into cans or glass containers and 
sealed. 


Where a cider press is available the 
melons can be cut into pieces and ar- 
ranged on the press so t h a t the pres- 
sure will extract the juice of the pulp 
before It presses the rind. 
The juice 
of the rind is not so rich In sugar, and 
experiments with rind juice alone in- 
dicate that it is not suitable for syrup. 


If It is desired to m a k e syrup free 
f r o m red particles. 
Start the 
syrup 
boiling, and when some of the coagu- 
lated 
matter 
has 
been 
removed 
by 
skimming .transfer the juice to tall 
glass Jars or other tall containers and 
allow it to settle and cool for a few 
hours. 
This allows the red 
particles 
to settle to the bottom. 
The 
upper 
part of the juice can then be poured 
off and boiled into sjTup.

PROliTT IN GOOD SEED POTATOES 


The right 
kind 
of 
potatoes 
bring 
better prices than the wrong kind, and 
the right kind can usually be grown 
with very little added trouble. 


The right kind of potatoes 1B the 
kind the public wants. 
To Arid out 
the taste of the public as to potatoes, 
D. E. Wlllard, of the Northern Pacific 
Railway Company not long ago made 
an extended investigation—in 
homes, 
hotels, 
restaurants, 
and 
commission 
houses—from Chicago to the Pacific 
coast. 
He found the demand was for 
s(»und potatoes, of good flavor, medium 
size, 
and 
regular 
shape. 
He 
also 
found that such potatoes (Commanded 
higher prices than mixed lots of large 
and small, diseased and sound, regu- 
larly and Irregularly shaped potatoes. 


To grow the kind of potatoes 
the 
public wants, then, is the thing to do, 
and the way to begin is to plant the 
kind of potatoes you wish to grow. 
This means careful selection f r o m the 
hilLs, observing the following rules: 


Select only f r o m hills In which 
larger part of the potatoes answer 
description mentioned. 
Potatoes frosS 
such hills are more certain to breed 
true to type. 


Select potatoes welghlnjr from flv» 
to eight ounces. 


Us© for seed no potatoes grown In 
fields showing a considerable amount 
of wilt or rosette. 


Avoid potatoes showing brown ring 
discolorations at the stem end. 


Save for planting no potatoes which 
are bruised, cracked, or decaying, or 
which 
show 
discolorations 
at 
stem 
end. 


Store carefully in moderately warm, 
dry and well ventilated place. 


Treat with corrosive sublimate four 
ounces to thirty gallons of water—for 
an hour and a half before planting. 


Sow winter wheat a f t e r the Heasian 
fly 
has 
disappeared 
and 
save 
next 
year's crop^ f r o m the ravages ot th« 
pest. 
This advice of the experts may 
stm be applied In t h e great w h e a t belt 
lying 
between 
the 
thlrty-flfth 
and 
forty-flrst parallels of latitude. 
If the 
fly has been starved out by buminR or 
disking all stubble and ruined wheat 
fields, 
and 
all volunteer wheat 
h a s 
been plowed under or otherTrlse de- 
stroyed, an Infestation the followln» 
year may be prevented by sowing a f t e r 
the approximate 
fly-free 
rate. 


The Hessian fly of the second or fall 
generation Is likely to Infest all volun- 
teer wheat and all wheat sown before 
the 
fly-free 
date. 
"Flaxseeds" of the 
second generation remain on the fall- 
sown wheat plants till the following 
April, when adults Issue and produce 
young which begin another season of 
infestation.

There is, of course, a serious objec- 
tion to the late sowing method to con- 
trol the Hessian fly, and that is the 


danger t h a t the plants will not m a k e 
sufiiclent growth to withstand the win- 
ter. 
This objection, however, may be 
largely overcome by propter cultural 
methods. 
Much of the delay in the 
growth of late-sown plants in the fall 
can be eliminated by paying close at- 
tention to the preparation of the soil 
and to the quality of the seed. The best 
advice that can be given Is to begin 
the preparation of the fleld In the fall 
precisely as though it was expected to 
sow at a very early date, but Instead of 
sewing use the disk harrow and the 
roller, even a f t e r It appears to be a 
waste of labor to till the fleld further. 


When a flnely pulverized, 
compact 
seed bed has been secured, t h e seed 
should be selected, and this should be 
done-with the point In view that un- 
naturally shriveled or otherwise Im-

perfect 
kernels 
can

W h e n the ker- 
nel sprouts It at once sands

cured the wheat plants are put into 
somewhat 
the 
condition 
of 
stunted 
calves, 
pigs, or other f a r m 
animals

WELCOME THE IHRUSHES 


These Birds Do the Farmer Little Harm and Much Good—It b Difficult 
to Oyerestimate Their Value 
T» 


That the group of birds In which 
are Included robins and b l u e b i r d s ^ o 
a great deal of good and very Httle 
h a r m to agriculture. Is the conclusion 
reached 
by 
investigators 
who 
have 
carefully studied the food habits of 
these 
birds. 
Altogether 
there 
are 
within t h e limits of the United States 
eleven 
species 
of 
thrjiahes. 
Ave of 
which are commonly known as robins 
and bluebirds. 
The other six Include 
the Townsend solitaire, the wood, the 
veery, the gray-cheek, the olive-back, 
and the hermit thrushes. 


The robins and bluebirds nest close 
to houses, a n d even the shyest of the 
other species a r e content with the se- 
clusion of an acre or two of woodland 
or swamp. 
F o r this reason these are 
among the best known and most care- 
fully protected 
of 
native 
American 
birds, and at times their numbers be- 
come so great t h a t it is feared they 
will do much h a r m to crops and fruit. 
Recent investigations, however, show 
that there Is very little ground for this 
fear. 
On the other hand, they destroy 
such a v a e t " ^ u m b e r of Insects each 
year, that It is probable that without 
them many crops would suffer serious 
damage. 


Of all the thrushes, the robin 
is 
probably the best known. 
It has been 
frequently accused of destroying fruits 
and berries, but it has now been as- 
certained that this only occurs in re- 
gions that are so thickly settled that 
there is no wild fruit upon which the 
robin may subsist. 
In some years the 
bird Is a great pest In the olive orch- 
ards of California, but It is probable 
that they are driven to the orchards 
because of the scarcity of native ber- 
ries at these times. 
Where wild fruit 
is available, the birds seem to prefer 
this to the cultivated varieties. 


Like the robin, the bluebird Is very 
domestic, but unlike the robin. It does 
not prey upon any cultivated product 
or work any Injury whatsoever to the 
fruit grower. 
During the fruit season, 
in fact, 
flve-sixths 
of its food consists 
of insects. 
It seems, therefore, that 
the common practice of 
encouraging 
the bluebird to nest near houses by 
placing convenient boxes In which it 
may build Its home is thoroughly jus- 
tified. 


The eastern 
bluebird, 
one of 
the 
most 
familiar and 
welcome 
of 
our 
feathered visitors, is a common inhab- 
itant of all the States east of the Rocky 
Mountains f r o m the Gulf of Mexico to 
southern Canada. 
In the Mississippi 
Valley it winters aa f a r north as south- 
e m Illinois, and in the East as far as 
Pennsylvania. 
It la one of the earliest 
northern migrants, and everjrwhere Is 
hailed as a harbinger of spring. 
Very 
domestic In habits, it frequents orch- 
ards and gardens, and builds Its nests 
In cavities of trees, crannies In f a r m 
buildings, or boxes provided for Its 
use. 


Tbe bluebird hsis not been accused, 
so f a r as known, of stealing fruit or of 
preying upon crops. 
An examination 
of 885 stomachs showed t h a t 68 per 
cent of the food consists of insects and 
their allies, while the other 32 per 
cent is made up of various vegetable 
substances, found mostly In stomachs 
taken In winter. 
Beetles consUtute 21 


per cent of the whole food, grasshop- 
pers 22. caterpillars 10, and 
varioua 
other insects 9, while a number ot 
spiders and myrlapods. about 8 per 
cent, comprise the remainder of t h a 
animal diet. 
All these are more or 
loss harmful, except a few predacious 
beetles, which a m o u n t to 9 per cent. 
In view of the large consumption of 
grasshoppers and caterpillars we may 
at least condone this offense. If such It 
may be called. 
The 
destruction 
of

grasshoppers is very noticeable in Att^ 
gust and September, when these In« 
sects m a k e up about 52 per cent o£ 
the diet. 


It is evident that in the selection of it* 


food the bluebird ie governed more by 
abundance than by choice. 
Predacious 
beetles are eaten in spring, as they 
are a m o n g the first Insects to appear: 
but In early s u m m e r caterpillars form 
an Important 
part of the diet, and 
these are later replaced by graEshop- 
pers. 
Beetles are eaten at all times^ 
except when grasshoppers aire mora 
easily obtained. 


The bird known as the 
Townsand 
solitaire is noted chiefly for Its song 
which is said to be at times the 
finest 
of any of the thrush family. 
Thla 
thrush, however, confines itself almost 
entirely to the mountains and gorges 
of the f a r West. 
The wood thrush, on 
the other hand, is distributed over tha 
eastern part of the United States, a n d 
is a frequenter of open groves and. 
bushy pastures. 
This thrush also la 
noted for Its sweet song, especially la 
the early evening. 
It does not nest In 
gardens or orchards, however, and is 
seldom seen about f a r m buildings, so 
that many people who are 
familiar 
with its song would not know the bird 
by sight. 
The wood thrush consumes 
a number ot very h a r m f u l insects such 
as the 
Colorado 
potato 
beetle 
and 
white grubs. 
The fruit which it eats. 
It usually picks up f r o m the ground 
instead of taking fresh from the tree. 
There is therefore no reason why t h e 
wood thrush should not be rigidly pro« 
tectedi. 


The food of tlie other varieties also 
seems to consist of little that it injures 
anyone to have the birds eat, while 
on the other hand they destroy multi- 
tudes of h a r m f u l insects each year.

Disinfecting Stables 


In any outbreak of infectious disease 
among animals thorough 
disinfection 
of the premises is es.sential to prevent- 
ing the spread of the contagion. 
Cer- 
tain substances, such as fresh slaked 
lime or un.slake(I lime in powder form, 
chloride of iime, carbolic acid, 
cor- 
rosive suljlimate, formalin, formalde- 
hyde giiii, an-^l compound solution of 
cresol possess the power of destroying 
bacteria with which they come in con- 
tact. 
To make the use of such sub- 
stances of value, however, the 
work 
must be done with the utmost thor- 
oughness. 
Careless 
disinfection 
is 
probably 
worse 
than 
none, 
for 
It 
merely serves to give a false sense of 
•ecuritj'. 


In the dlelnfection of stables 
and 
premises 
the 
following 
directions 
should be carefully observed: 


1. 
Sweep ceilings, side walla, stall 
partitions, 
floors, 
and other surfaces 
until free f r o m cobwebs and dust. 


2. 
Remove 
all 
accumulations 
of 
filth by scraping, and If woodwork h a s 
become decayed, porous, or absorbant, 
it should be removed, burned, and re- 
placed with new material. 


3. 
If the floor Is of earth, remove 4 
Inches f r o m the surface, and In places 
where it shows staining with urine a 
sufficient depth 
should 
be 
replaced 
to expose fresh earth. 
All earth re- 
moved should be rfeplaced with earth 
from an uncontamlnated source, or a 
new^ floor of concrete may be 
laid, 
which 
is 
very 
durable 
and 
easily 
cleaned. 


4. 
All 
refuse and 
material 
f r o m 
stable 
ana 
barnyard 
should 
be 
re- 
moved 
to - a place not accessible 
to 
cattle or hogs and covered with freshly 
slaked lime. 
If this m a n u r e Is spread 
on 
fields, 
it should be turned 
under 
Immediately, while the wood should be 
burned. 


5. 
The entire interior of the stable, 
especially 
the 
feeding 
troughs 
and 
drains, should be saturated with a dis- 
infectant, as a 3 per cent solution of 
compound solution of cresol (U. S. P.), 
whic h would be 4 ounces of the com- 
po 
to every gallon of water. 
jest method of applying the dls- 
Infcv. mnt is by means of a strong spray 
pump, such as those used by orchard- 
Ists. 


This 
method 
Is efiBcient In 
disin- 
fection against most of the 
contag- 
ious and 
Infectious diseases of 
ani- 
•'mals, and should be applied- immedi- 
ately following any outbreak, and, as a 
matter of precaution, it may be used 
once or twice yearly.

HOW TO USE THE BABCOCK TEST 


The Babcock Test has served aa the 
necessary stimulant to raise dairiing 
f r o m a disliked side line to a profes- 
sion 
worthy 
of 
the 
efforts of 
well 
trained men. 
It has placed dairying 
on a scientific basis, has promoted fac- 
tory eiflciency and has stimulated the 
breeding up of productive herds. 


Ten necessary steps In making the 
Babcock test are as follows: 
Mix the 
milk thoroughly and take out a small 
sample. 
P o not let the sample evapo- 
rate or curdle before testing. 
Fill the 
pipette to the m a r k with milk. 
E m p t y 


testing. 
Mix It thoroughly by pouring 
several times f r o m one vessel to an- 
other, 
or 
by 
stirring 
vigorously. 
Larger quantities of milk require more 


On slowly releasing the pressure of 
the finger at the top of the pipette, the 
milk runs, ulthout loss, into the test 
bottie. 


the pipette without loss Into a Babcock 
test bottle. 
Add sulphuric acid f r o m 
the measuring cylinder to the test bot- 
tle. 
Mix thè acid and milk thoroughly 
by shaking the bottle. 
Place bottles 
in the centrifuge cover and whirl five 
minutes. 
Add hot water and 
whirl

twice one minute

time.

In the neck of the bottle.

Tha small sample taken for the test 
must contain exactly the same propor- 
tion of fat as the entire contents of the 
pail or oan. 
If milk stands for even a 
few mlnntss, the cream will begin to 
rise, and the top laysr on the oan will 
contain more fat than the rsst of the 
milk. 
If the top part is used for the 
test. It will Indicate a higher per cent 
of fat than is present in the entire lot 
of milk. 
It Is inoonroot to take a sam- 
ple for testing out of a pall, oaa or 
bottle without flnt thoroughly mixing 
the milk by stirring, or pouring It from 
one vessel 
to another. 
Whon 
two 
people get different reaolts in testing 
any lot of mUk, it is usnallr beeause 
one or both of thom did not first stir 
the milk long enough to get it thos^ 
oughly mixed before taking the sam- 
ple. 
In any ease where the aocuracy 
of the results must be proven, it is im- 
portant that two or more 
separate 
samples be taken at different times 
while stirring. 
Each sample should 
then be tested by itself. 
If the results 
differ, It shows sòme error in the work, 
and if the difference is over one-tenth 
of one per ccnt, the sampling and test- 
ing should bo repeated In a more care- 
ful manner. 


If it is necessary to keep the milk 
samples several hours or days before 
testing, a preservative should be added 
to prevent curdling, and the bottles 
should be kept tightly corked. 


Thoroughly mix the sample to be 
tested, then draw the pipette nearly 


full of milk by sucking with the Hps. 
Quickly place the forefinger over the 
upper end of the pipette, before the 
milk runs down below the mark. 
If 
the finger is dry, it is easy, by chang- 
ing the pressure on the end of 
the 
tube, to let the milk run down slowly 
and to stop It exactly a t t h e 
mark. 
The tip of the pipette Is placed in the 
top of the test bottle held In an In- 
clined position, and the milk Is al- 
lowed to run down one side of the 
neck of the bottle, without filling the 
neck completely.

whirl for five minutes.

Potatoes as Hog Feed 


On account of the low price of po« 
tatoes in many sections farmers have 
been seeking information as to 
tha 
possibility of feeding them to hogs. 


Many experiments have been con- 
ducted In Germany and other foreign 
countries 
as well as a few 
in 
tho 
United States to determine the value 
of f)Otatoes as feed for swine. 
In Ire- 
land and Germany farmers feed large 
quantities of potatoes annually. 
P r o m 
experimental 
data it has been 
con- 
cluded that 4 to 
bushels of pota- 
toes when cooked are equal to about X 
bushel of corn for putting gains oc. 
hogs. 
Therefore, if corn Is worth SO 
cents a bushel, potatoes when fed to 
hogs would be worth only 18 or 20 
cents a bushel. 
There may, however, 
be Instances where It would be more 
advantageous for the f a r m e r to feed 
to hogs right on his own place at least 
part of his crop rather than to haul 
these 
potatoes 
to an 
already 
over- 
loaded market. 


According to the concensus of opin- 
ion, potatoes are fed to the best ad- 
vantage when cooked or steamed a n d 
mixed with other feeds. 
Experiments 
in which raw potatoes were fed alone 
have been reported. 
In certain 
in- 
stances the raw potatoes are said to 
have caused scours. However, raw po- 
tatoes In small quantities and In a diet 
lacking suculence m a y be conducive to 
health In pigs. 


In cooking potatoes only enough wa- 
ter should be used to make a mealy 
mash and prevent burning. 
The re- 
sultant meal should then be 
mixed 
with c o m meal or other grain supple- 
ment. 
Tankage, skim milk, or meat 
meal would probably add to the profit 
of the mixture. 
Potatoes when pre-» 
pared In t h e m a n n e r described 
a n d 
under the conditions mentioned 
c a « 
often be fed to pigs with advantage:

FAULT OF THE INJURED. 


The Cost of Trespassing. 


Much as we are bearing of the Safety First propaganda on all 


Sides, we have scarcely more than made a beginning in the preven; 
tion of accident. That fact is made clear by a rather remarkable 
Btatement just issued by Frank V. Whiting, chairman of tho Associa- 
tion of Railway Claim Agents' committee on the trespassing evil, 
setting forth the total of casualty by trespass upon railroad proper- 
ty alone. In the year 1914, Mr. Whiting shows, the Irespaas acci- 
dents-accidents to persons trespassing on railroad right-of-way— 
numbered 10,785. The killed-among these trespassers numbered 
4,746 , or 44 per cent. 
Those killed or 'injured while walking on 


railroad tracks, numbered 4,712. Trespassers riding on trains suf- 
fered in 3,840 cases. Of those hurt or killed, 345 were 5 or unde; 
a39 were JO or under; 565 were 15 or under. , 


.Bringing the figures a bit nearer konic, Mr. Whiting shows that 


iji Indiana in 1914, there were 298 accidents due to trespassing. 
The killed numbered 131. Twenty-six persons lost one limb. Three 
lost two limbs. Seventy were killed or injured in country districts. 
Ninety-nine were struck in towns or villages. The toll taken of tres- 
passers in cities numbered 129. Twenty-one of the accidents had 
females as victims. Sixty-five of the killed or maimed were married. 
In 110 cases the person killed or hurt was walking on the track. In 
122 cases the trespassers were riding on trains. 
Forty-six cases 


showed the person killed or hurt was intoxicated at the time^f the 
accident. Thirty-two injured or killed were hoboes. Five chiildrcn, 
5 or under, were victims. Ten were 10 or younger. Sixteen were 15 
or under. 


And Fort Wayne has supplied its full quota of these mishaps. 


There arc always persons who, in the face of warnings, are willing 
to take a chance. The short cut home or the nearer way to work 
across railway company property is too often the route to the hos- 
pital or to the morgue instead. The fact constitutes one of the big 
problems in railroading, and since fifty-two per cent, of the total 
deaths on railroads in the past twenty-five years have been those of 
trespassers, there is ample basis for the crusade against trespassing 
v.hat is now being conducted by practically every American railroad. 


.(Pittsburg Dispatch). 


Ninety per cent, of the street traffic 


accidents in New York city are declared 
by the police department to be due to 
carelessness or other fault of the injured. 
This assertion is based on a new system 
of reporting such accidents on forms 
classifying them according to cause, lo' 
cation, nature, seriousness, vehicle, age 
of victims and hour. 
This tabulation 


utterly upsets the popular notion that 
the fault is generally with the drivers 
of vehicles, particularly automobiles. Of 
the accidents in August 903 were charged 
to the fault of the injured, only 01 
to the fault of drivers, 45 to defects in 
vehicles, 34 to skidding and 42 to other 
causes. Of the persons struck by ve- 
hicles 679 were struck as a result of 
their own carelessness and only 31 due 
to the fault of the drivers, and this in- 
cludes bicycles. Nearly 300 persons were 
struck while crossing streets at other 
than intersections, 137 while playing in 
the1 'street, 00 ran in front of vehicles, 
2fi were intoxicated and 68 were stealing 
rides. About 45 per cent, were children, 
the largest number from two to eight. 


No one who has given any attention 


to the manner in which pedestrians risk 
tlicir lives on the streets will bo sur- 
prised by this official showing. Reckless 
driving is being curbed, although not so 
much as it should be; liut until pedes- 
trians realize the necessity for "habitual 
caution before crossing streets and par 
ents enjoin greater caution and exercise 
stricter watch on children playing on 
the pavement, there will be this sacrifice 
of life and limb. The police can check 
rwklcss driving. hut reckless walking 
ran only be flopped by the individual. 
Stop, look and listen is as necessary a 
v.-iirr.ing in tlicso days of rapid traffic 
before crossing a street as in crossing a 
railroad track.

WORRY TIOERMANS 


Kaiser's Authorities in Bel- 


gium Face Peculiar 


Problem. 


Brussels, Nov. 10.—(Correspondence of 


The Associated Press).—One of the var- 
ious problems with which the German 
authorities in Belgium have to struggle 
is the suppression 
of "fly-by-night" 


newspapers inimical to the German cnuac 
which are printed in France, 
Knglaud 


and Holland and smuggled 
hito 
the 


country. 


The Germans have never attempted to 


exclude genuine, well known and estab- 
lished and recognized journals of other 
countries. 
The- London Times and the 


Paris Temps are to be purchased as eas- 
ily as the Frankfurter Zeitung and the 
Berliner Lokal Anzeiger anywhere in 
German territory. What they have tried 
to do is to suppress the varied assort- 
ments of "temporary" papers published 
for purely anti-derman propaganda pur- 
poses and intended merely for Belgian 
consumption. 


The latest of these is the Courier de 


la Meuse, a newspaper published in Hol- 
land. 
Copies of it seized in Liege re- 


cently bore a date two days in advance 
of the day when the seizure was made 
end contained alleged news dated ahead 
liv 24 or IS hours.

British Government Pays 


Tribute to Their Work 


in China. 


London. Nov. 15.—(Correspondence of 


The Associated Press).—A tribute to the 
work of the Hermans in China has just 
been sent out by the British govcrti- 
ment. 


It is part of a report from Consul 


V. ]i. Savage, of Chnnislm, capital of 
the province of Hunan. To German trad- 
ers, men of tact and persistence, he said, 
is chiefly due to the fact that tiio Chin- 
ese native traders arc becoming more 
and more tolerant of foreign commercial 
methods and merchandise. "New firms 
who enter interior China," lie adds, "will 
no longer have to break through 1hc op- 
position of their 4old-ortnbli»liod connec- 


tions among the Chinese, and institute 
new and unpopular methods. The build- 
ing up of trade connections in China is 
just now 
easier 
than in any other 


ountry." 


Credit is also due the Germans for 


.ipening up the mining fields of China-to 
foreigner!'. Consul Savage says: 


"Xative prejudices, 
vested interests 


and the. greed and power of the'Chines 
gentry have, no doubt, raised great dif- 
ficulties in tho past in the way of tliu 
successful exploitation by Europeans of 
the vast mineral wealth of China. .In 
that respect., thi: province, of Hunan, 
which had great mineral resources, vras 
one of the worst to deal with. Vet thesn 
8r.me difficulties have been overcome, in 
some measure, and the export of certain 
'ores and metals is now a principal fea- 
ture of the trad;* of Ch:uigHha. But to 
whose elVorts is this duct The answer 
is to those of Herman lirms.

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Intrepid Explorer, Who Was 
Believed Lost, Plunges Again 
Into Arctic Regions to 
Strange Cousins of the Eskim 


is Report Shows Wondei 


New Facts Afe 
th 


People of the Midnight sun 


Like the voice from another world 


came the word that Vilhjalmur Ste- 
fansson, the Arctic explorer, and his 
party were safe on Banks Land, 
which lies seventy miles southwest 
of Melville Island in the Arctic 
Archipelago. 
And now they have - 


goye back into unexplored realms 
amid greater perils. 


Stefansson 
had not been heard 


from since April 17, 1914, and two 
relief expeditions were out search- 
ing for him, believing he and his 
party had perished, when word camo 
to the Canadian government by the 
eleamer Ruby: "Stcfansson and his 
party is cafe." 


The explorer not only bad discov- 


ered new land and additional im- 
portant data, but had established an 
endurance record after undergoing 
many months of privations. 


No sooner had Stefansson sent 


word that he and his party were *afe 
than he plunged back into the great 
unknown to continue his explora- 
tions. His future work is expected 
to make further-changes in the map 
of the Arctics. 


The message he cent to the Cana- 


dian government was characteristi- 
cally brief and failed to mention any- 
thing of the privations the explorer 
had endured. It read: 


"As unavoidable delays threatened 


and the running cost of chartering 
the Polar Bear waa high, I pur- 
chased her and engaged her on terms 
similar to Karkluk- Engaged Hoq, 
engineer of schooner Ruby, to toke 
the place of Blue of Alaska. Engaged 
five extra helpers for southern parts 
who have ample outfits for one >ear 
and Polar Bear for two yoai% Plan 
continue northern exploration to 146 
west and 82 farther north in north- 
erly course is pursued." 
DANGER OKLY 
INDICATED. 


Explorers 
are 
naturally 
brief. 


They mention nothing of their own 
difficulties, sufferings or dangers, 
forgetting incidents Jn presenting 
scientific facts. So in this brief mes- 
sage to the Canadian 
government 


Stcfaneson fails to mention the fact 
that for the last seven months ho 
and his men have faced starvation 
and their sledge dogs died of hun- 
ger. The party had but provisions 
for five months, but by going on half 
rations made their food extend over 
seven months. During this time 
they were hastening to their base on 
Banks Land. 


The fact that the journey took so 


long is an indication of the rigors 
they faced and the obstacles they 
had to overcome. To the men of the 
North such delays are known to be 
caused by sickness, accidents, death 
of dog teams, severe cold and 
storms. 
The Stefansson. party on its last 


incursion of the frozen North, after 
his discovery of the blonde Eski- 
mos flive years ago, was last hoard 
from in April, 1914. 


On that date the explorer and eev- 


eral of Jiia party started*out from a 
point they had named 
Camp Sep- 


aration on the 
northern coast of 


Alaska. They expected to return to 
Martin Point. 


In an effort to learn something of 
the whereabouts of the party since 
then several steamers had gone to 
Point Barrow, the most northern 
point of Alaska, but their'quest re- 
sulted in a succession of failures. 


Those of the original exploration 


party who returned to civilization 
reported that Stefansson and hia 
party had plenty of food to last 
them, although Jater this proved to 
be false. 
Stefansson started on his present 


expedition early in 1913, and ptme^ 
trated far into the Arctic ocean in 
June, when the melting ice permitted 
him to advance far into the icy 
North on the ship Karluk. 
BLONDE 
ESKIMOS. 


The purpose of the expedition was 


• to visit the blonde Eskimos, a blue- 


eyed race on the Arctic, whom St«- 
fansaon had discovered on a previ- 
ous expedition, and also to map un- 
known regions* He also hoped to 
flnd another race of people eyen 


more primitive than the blonde Es- 
kimos. 


The expedition left Nome, Alaska, 


June" 7, 1913, with a sailing crew 
and twelve scientists aboard. Th6 
explorers carried sufficient provi- 
sions to last until the surnmtr of 
1916, but in August of 1913 the Kar- 
luk was caught in an ice pack and 
the sailors were unable to extricate 
it. 


"WTiile in the ice pack Stefansson 


departed for a two-weeks' hunt on 
September 20. 1913, taking with him 
three men—McConnell, "Wilkin and 
Jennings—a train of dogs and two 
Eskimos. The plan was io shoot 
caribou for fresh meat for the win- 
ter. 


* 
Two days after Stefansson depart- 


ed a heavy fog settled over the Arc- 
tic and a blizzard sprang up from 
the southeast. In the fog the ice 
pack was blown far away and Ste- 
fansson could not return to it. 


He walked with his party to Point 


Barrow, a distance of 300 miles, over 


. ice fields, wrote a telegram and sent 


it by an Indian carrier 400 miles to 
Nome, telling of his arrival at Point 
Barrow. Leaving that point he went 
to Hersheil Island where he found 
tho Belvedere, a freight steamer. 
Leaving his companions then?, he 
took two Norwegians—Anderson and 
Ferguson, both of whom knew the 
Arctic well—and started for a dash 
into the Arctic on slcdgo. His friend* 
never heard of the party again until 
the recent tidings came by way of 
the Ruby. 
The Karluk drifted about until 


January 10,1914, when it was crush- 
ed by the ice. The expedition took 
off provisions and walked to Wran- 
pcl island oft the Siberian coast. 


SOMK OF 
PARTY DIED. 


Some members of the party died 


of sufferings on the island, which 
they hao" reached two months after 
the ship waa crushed by the ice. 


Leaving the party on the island, 


Captain Bartlctt. the commander, 
pushed on to Siberia alone to get re- 
lief. 
Those left 
behind suffered 


greatly - from lack of food before 
Bartlett finally reached Siberia and 
fitted out an expedition. 


The relief expedition got to Wran- 


gel island September 7. Only twelve 
of the twenty men who had left the 
ship were alive. Of the twenty v-ho 
had left the ship only nine are alive 
today. 
Stefansson is an intrepid Cana- 


dian. 
He was born in Winnipeg, 


Manitoba, but was educated in the 
United States, He speaks several 
European languages and the Eskimo 
tongue. His accomplishments in the 
north are similar to those of Com- 
mander Scott, the dead hero of tfce 
South Pole expedition. 


3tefansson has discovered that the 


Eskimo have*a wider geographical 
range than any other aborigines, 
tlieir habitat extending djscontinu- 
ously from the eastern shores of 
Greenland to Bering Strait—a dis- 
tance of more than 6,000 miles. 
Northward they extend, to Grinnel 
Land and traces of them have been 
found at Cape Safcifle, 


On the eastern side of North 


America, the explorer found, the Es- 
kimo extend as far south a$ latitude 
60 degrees nortfc in Labrador; on 
the shores of Hudson Bay their 
southerly limits lie between 65 and 
60 degrees, wjhile on the Alaskan 
side of the Bering sea the latter par- 
allel 
forms 
their 
approximate 


boundary. 
With the exception of 


two localities on the western side 
of North America, where some In- 
dians descend to the shore to Ush, 
the Eskimo are the aboriginal inhab- 
itants throughout this vast extent of 
territory. 
The Aleutian Islands 


forming the southwestern peninsula 
of Alaska, are inhabited by a some- 
what aberrant 
branch of Eskimo, 


the Aleuts. 
VARIETIES 
OF ESKIMOS. 
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Apart %|KS^ifes4te^w habitat of 


many of the Eskimo and fche com- 
plete separation; of those of Green- 
land from those dwelling on the 


American mainland, the tribes In- 
habiting the continental areas are 
more or lesB completely isolated 
from each other, Stefansson found, 
and thia 
separation 
renders 1he 


striking general uniformity in the 
physical * characters of the entire 
race, only the more remarkable. By 
Stefansson the Eskimo have been 
subdivided into the following sec- 
tions—those of eastern Greenland, 
those of western Greenland, who as 
far as latitude 74 degrees North are 
the subjects of Denmark and are 
comparatively 
civilized—those of 


northern Greenland who arc the most 
uncultured 
of all—the Labrador 


Eskimo, for the most part fairly civ- 
ilized—the central Eskimo, ranging 
from Hudson Bay some 2,000 miles 
to beyond the outlet of the Macken- 
zie river—the western Eskimo, ilrom 
Barter island to the extreme western 
limits of Alaska. 


At the time when this classifica- 


tion was made the whole of the Es- 
fcimo were supposed to be dwellers 
in the tract situated within a com- 
paratively short distance, fifty miles 
or so off the shore aud to subsist en- 
tirely by fishing. 
Stefansson's recent explorations 


bave brought to light the existence 
of several Inland tribes, who live 
by hunting and are like the coast 
people, have more or less communi- 
cation with the Indians with some 
of whom they have indeed almost 
completely amalgamated. To this in- 
termingling is doubtless due at !«ast 
three types of Eskimo in Alaska. 


The Eskimo in general appearance 


and physiognomy as well as in dress 
and the mode of doing the hair are 
very like Chukchis and Koryaks. So 
much so that a traveler vissung the 
Arctic 
regions for the first time 


would doubtless 
experience some 


difficulty in clearly distinguishing 
between them, Stefansson says. 


All when pure bred possess long, 


jet-black nair distinctive of Mongolia 
races in general while the caste of 
countenance is likewise distinctly 
Mongolian., In stature the Eskimo 
are dicdedly short, although the ap- 
pearance of shortness is somewhat 
enhanced by the nature of the dresa. 
Stefansson gives measurements tak- 
en from 60 families, the average be-

ing found to be five feet four inches 
for the men and five feet for the wom- 
en. In both sexes the feet and hands 
are unusually small but the muscu- 
lar development is strong although 
the men show an early tendency to 
put on fat 


When cleansed from grease and 


dirt, with which it is generally be- 
grimed, the skin which has a pecu- 
liarly oily feeling to the touch, is pale 
ochre-brown in color—a red tinge 
freauently showing through it on tho 
cheeks of children and younger 
women. 


The young women are 
always 


fresh looking, but after marriage 


disregard appearances and soon be- 
come wrinkled and from their, se- 
dentary habits, bow-legged. 


After early maturity the men, ow- 


ing to their active out-of-door life, 
are decitiely better looking than the 
women. The forehead which js not 
high is somewhat retreating and 
partially concealed by the hair 
which in the case of the men is gen- 
erally cut off straight across 
the 


forehead, midway between the eyes 
and the crown and in the female al- 
lowed to grow longer and hang down 
In irregular wisps. 


The remainder of the scalp hair 


is permitted by both sexes to 


to its full length and in tho men 
hangs down to the shoulders. In the 
women this hair may either be' form- 
ed into a pair of long plaits hang- 
ing down each side of the head or 
as in Greenland may be gai.uered up 
into a large projecting knot at tho 
back of the head. In the Greenland 
Eskimo the size of the back tuft of 
hair forms the subject of immolation 
among the fair sex. but the constant 
strain of which the hair is exposed 
by this method of dressing cause it 
,to fall off or become thin, especial- 
ly on the side of the head at a com- 
paratively early age. 


While these facts seem to carry 


no great weight, they prove 
estimation of scientists the connec- 
tion of one race to another and the 
plausibilty of a former single race 
from which all nations are derived. 


StcfaiiBsqn has journeyed further 


into the North 
to hunt out new 


races,, to prove their connection 
with other races and to show they 
were in America long before any 
other races. 


Slefansgon has been swallowed up 


in the north and may not again be 
heard from for many years. He is 
an intrepid explorer who forgets 
civilization in his work among thi 
Arctic tribes.

Bishop Vidal, who has suved his church 
43 years in the South Pacific islands. 
Angered by the tcictcs of unscrupulous 
traders who cheated and plundered them, 
the cannibal natives of the islands swore 
.vengeance on all white men, who chanced 
to land on forbidden shor*s. Th»y kept 
their oath with cruel exactness for years. 
Priosts and traders alike shared the 
same gnicsomo fate and many a weird 
feast WHS held by tho cannibals. 
Tho 


ranks of the brave missionaries were 
thinned as the fires under black pots of 
the flesh eaters became more frequent. 


Many Dismal Failures. 


The record of churchmen, who »t- 


tempted to end the customs of the na- 
tives, was n dismal one. First Bishop 
F.pallc made the attempt in 1800. lie 
was killed by tho cannibals. Later three 
priests tried again and were roasted to 
death to make a cannibal feast. Seven- 
teen years ngo a third party escaped 
with their lives, but failed to gain « 
foothold on the dread islands. 


Bishop Vidal, who had been in tte 


Fiji Islands since 1887, decided to try 
once more to land among the fierce tribes 
of the Solomons. He knew the condi- 
tions there. 
Five Marist priests went 


with him. They managed to land but 
were constantly menaced by the hostile 
islanders. 


For three years they remained and 


continued 
their 
attempts 
to 
make 


friends with the savages. They dared 
not go to the interior and remained on a 
narrow strip of shore line. Fever at- 
tacked the brave party and at the end 
of the three year period only Bishop 
Vidal and one helper were alive. 


Trinkets Win Savajts. , 


But their work liad borne.good fruit. 


The savages became IMS suspicious and 
at last were won over with gifts of to- 
bacco and bright trinkets, which Bishop 
Vidal carried to them. The natives were 
convinced, after a terrible effort, that 
the priests were not such men as the 
traders who had despoiled them. 


The work continued to spread along 


the coastline, although even today the 
interior is filled with hostile tribes, where 
cannibalism and polygamy-arc practiced. 
Bishop Vidal slowly increased his influ- 
ence and brought ,20 priests to the 
islands. 


Work Bears Fruit. 


Innumerable difficulties were encoun- 


tered as the work increased in scope. Fro 
One thing, thn priests were unable to 
cope with the hundreds of dialects found 
in use. After consulting .the British gov- 
ernors of the islands, it was decided to 
use the Mari language or Guadalcarnar 
island as the official tongue. • Since 1001 
books have been printed and have proved 
popular. As a result there .are 8,000 
Catholics in the .Fiji Islands, out of an 
estimated population of 290,000.

"It is, however, in the villages that 


the blessings of teetotalism are most ap- 
parent.

main in the pockets of the peasants. 


Millions of working days, formerly wwit- 


in drinking bouts and their aftcr- 
ds. help to line the pockets. 


"The net result is that the Russian 


villages, so as to say, roll in money. 
Meat, formerly oaten once or twice a 
year, is becoming part of the daily fare, 
mid dwellings and farming utensils and 
decent clothes arc being purchased out 
of savings by the agricultural pi^ula- 
tion.

dents, including those In tho high school, 
primary and kindergarten depnrtments. 
It ia kept up by the endowments of 
private parties, of which 1 am one,

The eminent Japanese studied the. ed- 


ucational system at Amsriea, 
and continental Europe during tile time 
he was furthering his plan for educating 
the women of his own land.

food he takes or the stimulant without 
•which he would utterly collapse 


A sudden overstrain or an attack of 


disease would bankrupt him, .-=0 Far ns 
physical force is concerned, j :ist as sure- 
ly *as a sudden panic or an unexpected 
pressure of creditors would bankrupt a 
business man whose reserve ftmds were 
insufficient to meet emergencies. 


In the same way, the heat and energy 


gained each day from the food we out 
<md the «ir we breathe is physical in- 
come—an income so enormous that'when 
It is reduced to figures it is almost be- 
ycnd comprehension. 


Scientists estimate that the average 


amount of food consumed by the aver- 


man at average work generates in 


the body about 3,400 foot tons of force 
every day. As a foot ton 'means force 
sufficient to lift a, ton one foot off tho 
ground, this comparison gives some idea 
of the amount of heat and energy that 
is required to keep the body going.

Never take warm drinks and then Im- 
mediately go out in the cold. Keep the 
back, especially between the shoulder 
blades, well covered; also the chest well 
protected. Sleeping or waking, establish 
the hablf of breathing through the nose, 
and never with the mouth open. Never 
go to bed with cold or damp feet. Novpr 
omit regular bathing, for unless the skin 
in In active condition the cold will close 
the pores, and favor congestion or other 
diseases. After exercise* of any kin 
never ride In an open carriage, or near 
the window of a car for a moment; it is 
dangerous to health and even life. When 
hoarse speak as little' as possible until 
the hoarseness is recovered from, else 
the voice may he permanently lost or 
difficulties of the throat may be pro- 
duced. Merely warm the back by the 
lire, but never continue keeping the back 
exposed to h*at alter It has become com- 
fortably warm. To do so is debilitating. 
When going from a warm atmosphere 
into a cooler on«, keep the mouth closed 
so that the air may be warmed by its 
passage through the nose «re it reaches 
the lungs. 
Never stand still in cold 


weather, especially after having taken a 
slight degree of exercise, and always 
avoid standing on ice or mow or where 
the person is exposed to cold wlnde.—

Such syrup 
has been made by farmers in a smal 
way in various parts of the South and 
the United States Department of Agri- 
culture endeavored to work out exact

eleven species of thrushes, 
which are commonly known . 
and bluebirds. The other six Include 
the Townsend solitaire, the wood the 
veery, the gray-cheek, the olive-back, 
and the hermit thrushes. 


The robins and bluebirds nest close 


to houses, and even the shyest of the 
other species are content with the se- 
clusion of an acre or two of woodland 
or swamp. For this reason these are 
among the best known and mo«t care- 
fully protected of native American 
birds, and at times their numbers be- 
come so great that it Is feared they 
will do much harm to crops and fruit. 
Recent inveBtlgatlons, however show 
that there Is very little ground for this 
fear 
On the other hand, they destroy 


such a va*t number of Insects each 
year that it is probable that without 
them many crop* would *uff*r serious 
damage. 
Of all the thrushe*. the robin is 


probably the best known. It has been 
frequently accused of destroying fruits 
and berries, but it has now been as- 
certained that this only occurs- in re- 
gions that are so thickly settled that 
there Is no wild fruit upon which the 
robin may subsist. In some years the 
bird Is a great pest In the olive orch- 
ards of California, but it is probable 
that they are driven to the orchards 
because of the scarcity of native ber- 
rie* at these times. Where wild fruit 
Is available, the birds seem to prefer 
this to the cultivated varieties. 


Like the robin, the bluebird is very 


domestic, but unlike the robin, It does 
not prey upon any cultivated product 
or work any Injury whatsoever to the 
fruit grower. During the fruit season, 
in fact, five-sixths of its food consists 
of Insects. It seems, therefore, that 
the common practice of encouraging 
tho bluebird to nest near houses by 
placing convenient boxes In which it 
may build Its borne is thoroughly jus- 
tified.

of the premises-Is essential to prevent- 
ing the spread of the contagion. Cer- 
tain substances, such OB freah slaked 
lime or unslaked lime in powder form, 
'chloride of lime, carbolic acid, cor- 
rosive sublimate, formalin, formalde- 
hydu gas. and compound solution of 
cresol possess the power of destroying 
bacteria with which they come In con- 
tact. To moke the use of such sub- 
stances of value, however, the work 
must be done with tho utmost thor- 
oughness.

Potatoes as Hog Feed 


On account of the low price of po« 


tatoes in many sections farmen have 
been seeking Information as to th* 
possibility of feeding them to hog*. 


Many experiments have been con- 


ducted In Germany and other foreign 
countries as well as a few In th* 
United State* to determine th* value 
of potatoes as feed for swine. In Ire- 
land and Germany farmers feed large 
quantities of potatoes annually. From 
experimental data it ha* been con- 
cluded that 4 to 4»,4 bushels of pota- 
toes when cooked are equal to about I 
bushel of corn for putting gain* or, 
hogs. Therefore, if corn IK worth »• 
cent* a bushel, potatoes when fed to 
hogs would be worth only IS or >• 
cents a bushel. There may, however, 
be Instance* where it would be more 
advantageous for the farmer to feed 
to hogs right on his own place at least 
part of hi* crop rather than to haul 
these potatoes to an already over- 
loaded market. 


According to the concensus of opin- 


ion, potato** are fed to' the best ad- 
vantage when cooked or steamed an4 
mixed with other feeds. Experiment*) 
in which raw potatoes were 'fed alone 
have beon reported. 
In certain In- 


stances the raw potatoes are said to 
have caused scour*. However, raw po- 
tatoes in small quantities and in a diet 
lacking suculence may be conducive to 
health In pigs. 


In cooking potatoes only enough wa- 


ter should be used to make a mealy 
mash and prevent burning. The re- 
sultant meal should then be mixed 
with corn me*J or other grain supple- 
ment. Tankage, skim milk, or meat 
meal would probably add to the profit 
of the mixture. Potatoes when pre- 
pared in the manner described an* 
under the conditions mentioned cao) 
often be fed to pigs with advantage: 


New Alfalfa. 


New aeedlngs of alfalfa should not

Squabs are in good 
market condition when fully feathered 
under the wings, which Is usually 
about the time they begin to leave the 
nest.
